IDAHO LABOR TROUBLES. 


The labor question has taken on un- 


usual form in Idaho. The investiga- 
tion of the subject as it made an ap- 
pearance in that State in the late 
troubles- among the miaera has not 
the assurance of equal rights or the 
protection of the individual citizen 
against military control under marshal 
law. 
There is no doubt about a viola- 


tion of law and of order by some min- 
ers at the beginning of the trouble, 
which may have included men who 
were members of the miners' union or 
some kindred society intended to pro- 
tect the rights of laborer. But the 
lawless acts of individuals are not the 
acts of a community, and should not 
be punished as the lawless acts of a 
community, without regard to sex or 
condition, many of whom, in all prob- 
ability, deprecated the destruction of 
property by violence or other unlawful 
means, quite na much as any good cit- 
izen could do under like circumstances. 
To visit the consequences of a lawless 
act upon the innocent should receive 
the disapprobation of all good people 
who have regard for good government 
and orderly methods. 


The underlying principles of all gov- 


ernment is violated when the innocent 
receive the consequences of a lawless 
act, which is subversive not only of 
good government, but of that respeot 
which law and order should receive 
from the law-abiding citizen—Govern- 
ment was instituted to protect the 
weak and law-abiding against the 
strong and lawless. But when govern- 
ment becomes lawless the chief prin- 
ciple upon which all governments rest 
is violated, and as a conseqaenoedis- 
respect and disregard for government 
follows. 


Government through fear is slavery 


ia its worst form which is the most 
wretched condition that can be im- 
posed upon those who are enlightened 
and intelligent. 
The investigation 


that is being made by Congress through 
a committe appointed for that Jpurpose 
discloses the utmost disregard for the 
rights of law-abiding citizens. A place 
of confinement called " bull-pen" was 
provided, and men without regard to 
innocence or guilt were confined in it 
for indefinite terms and who were dis- 
charged at the -will of the violators of 
law under the guise of protection to 
property. 
When protection to prop- 


erty becomes superior to the liberty of 
an innooent citizen, the rights of prop- 
erty, should the work continue, will in 
the near future require more protec- 
tion than it will receive. 


Military law which knows no law 


except the will of a military satrap 
was proclaimed by the Governor of the 
State which proclamation is disclosed 
to have been an unrestrained violation 
of a right given him by virtue of his 
office as a result of personal feeling 
against organized labor largely in- 
cluded when he declared martial law. 
Governor Steunenberg has stated to 
the committee that he deemed organ- 
izations for the protection of labor to 
be criminal and the leaders to be 
criminals, which is a modification in 
favor of those who are members only 
of the criminal combination. 


The 
admission 
aids by 
giving 


an inside view to his feeling and to 
much of thd man's character. If; ia 
very plain that the humane part there 
is in ninety per cent of the race is 
very deficient in Steunenberg and it is 
equally clear that he deems bis judg- 
ment conclusive upon any question 
that may be presented to him for solu- 
tion. There should be no doubt about 
his ability to use bis office for his per- 
sonal purposes, among the purposes he 
had in view was the punishment of 
thoae he dots not like, who are those 
that belong to labor organizations and 
furthermore it is more than clear that 
his soul can be aocomodated in the 
breeches pocket of a mosquito. 


The governor has also admitted that 


he was possessed of an unfriendly 
feeling for labor unions in Shoshone 
county because the members of the 
union did not support him when he 
was last elected to be governor. He 
said they objected to him because of 
czar-like administration, and were 
guilty of electing men to the legisla- 
ture who opposed his personal bills 
which "was enough to incense any 
man" says the governor. It requires a 
email inhuman creature to become 
czar-like when possessed of temporary 
authority but he must become czar- 
like before he can use his office to 
punish those who do not agree with
